LIBERA L A PPOTNTMENTS. 



English papers say that Lord Bea- 
consfield is netting into trouble with his 
party about a mutter on which Con- 
servatives have always been extremely 
sensitive. General Jackson's maxim, 
"Tlio spoils to the victors," is a cherish- 
ed Tory tradition, but the Prime Min- 
ister has for sonio years been treating 
it with marked disrespect in his nom- 
inations to great oflicial positions. This 
was borno with for a time, but it is now 
felt by his followers that a stand must 
bo made, and that he must be told 
plainly that he. is expected in the dis- 
tribution of his patronage to remember 
that ho is at the head, not of a Liberal, 
but of a Tory administration. The 
Conservative discontent is chiefly con 
' • nected with the appointments of the 
Marquis of Lome, Lord Duflerin, and 
Sir Hkn-ky La yard. The Globe feels 
it is high time to speak out on the 
subject. It insists that' "purely politi- 
cal appointments have been very prop- 
erly considered the reward of political 
supporters, to whatever party they may 
belong;" and with suppressed emotion 
Lord BcaeonsGeld is warned that 
"habitual neglect of political service is 
neither graceful nor politic." The 
Novnje Vrenija, a St. Petersburg jour- 
nal, in an article on Lord Duflbrin's 
appointment, remarks as follows : "Tho 
nomination of Lord D.ufloriu to the 
post of Ambassador at the Court of 
St. Petersburg has created quite a sen- 
sation. Lord Dufforin is a Liberal, 
and it was tho Whigs who, twenty-live 
years ago, declared war against Russia 
for the' benefit of Turkey. Of late, 
however, the Whigs have labored hard 
to prevent a Tory Cabinet from openly 
breaking with us for a similar reason. 
The Whigs have arrived at tho convic- 
tion that England would reap every 
advantage from a policy in harmony 
with that of Russia. Is it possible 
that they can have brought their op- 
ponents round to the sauin way of 
chinking';" 

117/1" TffE BREECH-LOADER 
FAILED IN INDIA. 



Details of the Zulu disaster show 
that most of the British troops were 
slain by the "assegai," a spear-like 
weapon, it is said, admirably adapted 
for hand to hand fighting, and for 
which the bayonet proved no match. 
This has set military men thinking. 
Up to this time they havo lauded tho 
bayonet as the weapon which, even in 
these davs of breech-loaders and needle- 
guns, must decide the fate, of battles. 
A Sergeant-Major, writing to the Times, 
attempts to account for this failure of 
the favored weapon, and his explana- 
tion is reasonable and probably correct. 
The bayonet, he thinks, failed through 
the change from deliberate to rapid 
firing. Under the muzzle-loading sys- 
tem, and especially in the time of the 
"Brown Bess," there was not much 
chance of the barrel becoming too hot 
to handle. Is T ow it does. When a sol- 
dier has fired even ten rounds with the 
Martini-Henry ride, "the barrel is so 
heated that ho cannot "grasp his riflo 
with his left hand round the stock and 
barrel" to bring it to "the charge." 
What, then, could he do after tiring 70 
rounc's? lie could only hold his rifle 
with his right hand round the "small," 
and allow the wood under the barrel to 
rest on his left; but using his bayonet 
with effect is out of the question. The 
"Sergeant-Major" thiuks the noble 24th 
must havo been in this plight, for they 
expended their ammunition rapidly 
against the advancing Zulu host. The 
correspondent suggests a simple reme- 
dy. Have a concaved, thin piece of 
wood, about 3 inches long, fixed on the 
barrel between the backsight and lower 
band. This would enable the soldier 
to grasp his rifle firmly, however hot 
the barrel. It is evident that the util- 
ity of tho bayonet is seriously affected 
by the rapid firing, and it seems strange 
that, the British military authorities 
have not made this discovery before 
and devised ;:ome remedy.

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A BISHOP IN COURT. 



The appearance of a Bishop in per- 
• sou to plead his own cause in the Court 
of Queen's Bench is a singular occur- 
rence, and commands, says the Times, 
unusual attention. In the Queen's 
Bench Division the Bishop of Oxford 
. appeared personally to show cause 
against the issue of a mandamus to 
compel him to sanction tho institution 
of an inquiry into the alleged ritualist 
practices of the Rev. Caxo.v Garter of 
Glewer. The proceedings arose under 
the third section of the Church Dis- 
cipline Act. The Bishop's contention 
was that, under that section, he was 
not bound to institute inquiry upon ap- 
plication for the purpose, but was in- 
vested with a discretion as to whether 
he should or should not do so. If, said 
Dr. Mackaun'ess, there was no discre- 
tion with the Bishop, the consequences 
would bo most disastrous. Mr. Garter 
was an old man, highly respected by 
his parishioners, and ho (the Bishop) 
did not think it was consistent with 
his duty to drag this clergyman into 
court and throw him into gaol unless 
it was said in plain terms that ho was 
bound to do so. He hoped to live to 
see the tirno when in these matters 
more common sense would prevail on 
one side and more liberality on the 
other and charity on both, and when 
they would have no more of these dis- 
putes. Upon this the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice remarked, "Certainly, wo will not 

. let tho Ritualists have their own way 
entirely," and . the right rev. Prelate 

,-; retorted, "History does not seem to 
confirm tlntt view of the case, Those 
who are persecuted or strongly dealt 
with: ftm" not always put down, and 
what looks like persecution has some- 



times the contrary effect of that which 
was contemplated'.'' The case will, at 
least, illustrate once more the extreme 
difficulty, if not impossibility, of regu- 
lating ecclesiastical affairs by strict law, 
and will, it is to be feared, add another 
complication to an ontanglement al- 
ready almost intolerable. 

BETTER ADMINISTRATION OF 
■JUSTICE ACT, 1S7S. 



The Bill (as we explained yesterday) 
authorizes tho appointment of two 
more Supreme Court Judges. Hence- 
forth we shall havo five Suprome 
Court Judges. Of them three will 
have to reside on the Mainland — pre- 
sumably the two new Judges and one 
of tho present ones. No doubt one of 
the Mainland Judges will have to re- 
side at New Westminster, one at Clin 
ton, and the third at Cariboo or Cas- 
s i ar j — W e opine the latter. Tho effect 
of all this will be to do away with the 
County Court Judges, inasmuch as by 
this Statute the County Courts will bo 
presided over by the Supreme Court 
Judges: each Supreme Court Judge ex- 
ercising jurisdiction within his Judicial 
•District, A further phase of tho ques- 
tion is this: An appeal from tho de- 
cision of a Supreme Court Judge sit- 
ting as a County Court Judge will be 
heard by at least two Supreme Court 
Judges." No doubt tho County Court 
Judges, in furtherance of this Statute 
and in pursuance of tho terms of union, 
will be suitably pensioned. Barristers 
of ten years' standing are eligible, and 
it is quite possible that the fortunes of 
political war will place our Attomoy- 
Gcneral on tho Bench.

Canada Pacific Railway. 

The March number of the- Canadian 
Monthly Magazine contains an ublo article 
on "The Confederation of Canada with 
Britain in relation to the Canada Pacific 
Railway," by Mr. James Whitman, B. 
A. , which will well repay perusal. Mr. 
Whitman says: — "It is urged that tho 
Canada Pacific Railway will not pay. 
But, for years, though it may never de- 
claro a dividend and even cost something 
to keep up, that it will not pay two coun- 
tries liko Britain and Canada to be thus 
united is an argument iittod only for the 
Stock Exchange or tho usurer. For 
what has England spent her hundreds of 
millions during tho past century in Eu- 
rope? It was to uphold hor trade, hor 
freedom, her existence. Has not this 
paid/ But in tho peaceful triumphs of 
this closer union of Canada to tho realm, 
even at the cost of the few millions neces- 
sary for the construction of a railway to 
tho Pacific, tho coming contury would 
witness the profitable results of a dis- 
bursement, as represented in tho prosper- 
ity and secured stability of tho Empire, 
such as have never before accrued from 
any previous outlay. And as tho years 
pass over * * * they will dovclop a 
tangible return in profit-growing vastly 
commensurate with those incalculable 
profits which shall have already attended 
the political and mural results of the 
Canada Pacific Railway." 

Egyptian Affairs. 



The Khedive has dismissed Rivers 
Wilson and DeBeliguiros — who represent- 
ed respectively tho British and French 
Governments in tho Egyptian Cabinet. 
Theme gentlemen wore appointed by their 
Governments at the request of tho Khc- 
divo himself, whoso extravagance had 
bankrupted his country, and in tho in- 
terest of Egyptian bondholders who wero 
anxious to have financial reforms inau- 
gurated in the hope of recovering the 
money they had sunk in the bonds. 
They commenced by introducing a strict 
system of economy, and reduced tho army 
to a minimum. Discontent broke out im- 
mediately, and riots followed; and at last, 
our exclusive dispatches of yesterday in- 
form us, tho Khedive declines to bo 
bound by tho treaty. Well, if ho wants 
to go to tho "demnition bow-wows," tho 
English and French will doubtless see to 
it that he docs not drag his unfortunate 
country along with him. 

Tho Island Railway. 

Tho Government are said to bo in the 
possession of a dispatch from one of the 
City members at Ottawa which states in 
effect that tho Dominion Government 
contemplate commencing railway con- 
struction at Yale, and that work on tho 
Island railway will be delayed. This in- 
formation, if true, will disappoint many 
Victorians; but every allowance should bo 
made for the condition of tho Dominion's 
finances.

sin BARTXE FREItE CENSURED. 

London, March 21.— A letter from 
Lord Cholmsford is published, dated Feb. 
9th, recommonding that a Major-Genera] 
be sent to South Africa, as tho prolonged 
anxiety and exertion are telling on him. 
The Colonial Secretary has written to Sir 
Bartlo Frero, censuring tho latter for tak- 
ing the course, without the sanction of 
tho Government, which resulted in the 
ZuhT war. Tho Secretary says tho Gov- 
ernment is indisposed to sanction tho an- 
nexation, or any further interference with 
the internal affairs of Zulu than is neces- 
sary for the safety of the Colonies. 

Agriculture on the Naas. — Mr. S. 
Redgrave, late Recorder for Cassiar dis- 
trict, has pro-oinpted 320acresof fine land 
about 45 miles up Naaa river. He has 
already erected a substantial house on his 
claim and will leavo immediately to make 
furthor improvements and preparations 
for crops. He states that in that section 
of tho Province there is room for a large 
number of settlers and that tho climate 
is good. Between the Skcona and Naas 
rivers land of groat fertility is found, not 
in small patches, but in valleys from GO 
to 80 miles in extent. Mr. J. Mathieson, 
an early settler of that vicinity, has a pre- 
emption adjoining Mr. Redgrave's, much 
of which has been under cultivation for 
years. Cabbage, turnips, onions and other 
vegetables grow to an unusual size and 
potatoos yield prolifically. 

From Puoet Sound. — Thosteamer Isa- 
bel arrived here at half-past 4 o'clock yes- 
terday morning from Port Townsend 
bringing the overland mails, 5 tons of 
bran, feed, &c, and 700 sheep from Ore- 
gon for tho various butchers' establish- 
ments in this city. Sho was detained at 
Port Townsend until midnight on Monday 
by the prevalence of a heavy gale from 
tho Southwest. Amongst tho passengers 
sho brought over wero Mr, and Mrs. Mo- 
nastes and Mr. W. Monteith.

The return of the Jews to Palestine 
now excites much interest among reli- 
gious people, and tho fact is worthy of 
notice that tho Hebrew nation is rapid- 
ly increasing in tho Holy Land. Dur- 
ing tho last ten years the progress 
made by them, especially in peopling 
their ancient capital, has been very ex- 
traordinary. The material improve- 
ment of country is also being carefully 
studied. 

At the Salford Borough police court 
yesterday an Irish cattle dealer was 
fined 30s. and costs for starving a num- 
ber of sheep. The defendant admitted 
that the sheep had nothing to cat or 
drink from Saturday to Tuesday. It 
was stated it was with difficulty tho 
animals walked through tho streets, I 
and that they were so hungry "they 
devoured ravenously the refuse lying 
on the roads." 

A visit has just been made to tho 
Claimant in Portsmouth convict prison 
by Mr. Guildford Onslow, Quarter- 
maine East, Mr. Helsby, of Lyining- 
ton, Mr. Purkis, of Southampton, and 
the eldest son of the Claimant. Sir 
Roger said he felt in better health, and 
weighed fifteen stone eight pounds. lie 
had no complaint to make, but urged 
tha Tichborno Release Association to 
make continued efforts towards procur- 
ing his release. 

Seventeen Irish Roman Catholic 
bishops, assembled at Maynooth on tho

Up to the hour of his removal ho 
was working hard, as usual. Heart 
disease is supposed to have been the 
cause of his death, but he himself had 
no idea he was laboring under such a 
complaint, Some time ago his health 
broke down, but he rallied, and it was 
thought bis energies had recovered. 

Messrs Cox & Co., army agents, are 
receiving subscriptions for the widows 
nnd families of the gallant men of tho 
21th regiment, who fell in South 
Africa. 

The Lord Lieutenant, by an order 
published in the Dublin Gazette, has 
revoked the licence of tho well-known 
solicitor, Mr. Rea, to cany or have 
arras. 

The horses of the Prince of Wales' 
carriage ran away at San Sebastian; 
but the Prince succeeded in alighting 
from the carriage, the fore part of 
which was smashed. His Royal High- 
ness fortunately escaped without in- 
jury- 

A woman over ninety years of 
age has met hor death near Dundee, 
under most distressing circumstances. 
Whilst crossing tho Caledonian railway 
at Invergowrie station, 'the express 
from Dundee came up and ran over 
h«r. Her body was fearfully mangled. 
Death was instantaneous. 

For upwards of §1,000,000 have the 
insurance offices been "hit" by the pre- 
mature and entirely unexpected death 
of the Duke of Newcastle. Early in- 
discretions and much too facile a dis- 
position to accommodate with his name 
and his cheque book the host of 
"friends" who acted the part of spong- 
ers threw him into the bands of money 
usurers and bill discounters. For some 
time his available income did not ex- 
ceed $7,500 a year. 

Charles Larlrin, one of tho former 
local politicians of the North of Eng- 
land, has died at Newcastle in his SOth 
year. He was best known in connec- 
tion with the political reforms of his 
day, and during the agitation in 1831 
he narrowly escaped losing his liberty. 
He addressed 30,000 people in an open 
air meeting, and spoke of the ruling 
powers in such strong terms and with 
such vehemence that the late Marquis 
of Londonderry endeavored to have him 
brought before the House of Lords, 
but this was averted through tho inter- 
cession of Earl Grey.
